WASHINGTON (AP):.-' Sen. 


Richard Schweiker says his 
stuff is pursuing a number of. 
leads on the assassination of 
President Kennedy that could 
link the 1963 slaying to either a 
pro-or anti:Cuban conspiracy. 


The leads were not disclosed 


in the Senate intelligence com- 
mittee's report on the assas 
binaliim. Schweiker said. The 
committee report was released 
Wednesday, revealing a pattern 
of noncooperation between key 
CIA and FBI officials and the 
Warren Commission, 
which 


concluded that Lee Harvey Os- 
wald acted alone in killing Ken 
nedy 
, 


Orie^lead mentioned in the 


Senate committee! report, in- 
\olvmg the "strange travel" of 


a Cuban-American with a possi- 
ble tie to Oswald and Cuban in- 
telligence; also is being pur- 
sued. Staffers are checking a 
.reported sighting of the man in 
Dallas at the time of the Ken- 
nedy assassination in November 
1963, Schweiker said. 


The Pennsylvania Republican 


refused to disclose any details 
concerning one "very hot lead" 
that would link the assassina- 
tion to an anti Cuban group or 
another."very, promising" lead 
invoK ing pro Cuban 
forces, 


saying to do so would jeopardize 
the investigation 


Schweiker commented follow- 


ing the release of a 106-page 
report Wednesday which said! 
the CIA and FBI failed to follow 
up leads that "might have sub- 
stantially affected the course of 
the investigation'' into whether 


therewas a conspiracy to kill 
Kennedy. 


The committee stressed it did 


not uncover evidence justifying 
a conclusion that there was a 
conspiracy to assassinate Ken- 
nedy. But the pane! said the 
failure of the CIA and FBI to 
pursue certain leads ."im- 
peaches the process" which led 
the Warren Commission to 
conclude that Oswald acted 
alone. 


.Noting the controversy that 
has surrounded the Ke'nnedy 
assassination for more than 12 
years', the committee said that 
"regrettably,Ithis.report will 
.not put the matter to rest.',' The 
panel, which disbanded last 
month, recommended that the 
investigalion.be continued by 
the Dew permanent Senate In- 
telligence Committee. 


Schweiker headed the panel's 


investigation into the Kennedy 
assassination but is not a 
member of the new committee. 


Sen. Daniel Inouye, D-Hawaii, 


chairman of the new committee, 
predicted in an interview Wed- 
nesday that it would take about 
six months before the panel will 
be ready: to decide whether to 
continue the probe. 


"U may be that some other 


agency, like the Justice Depart^ 
inenl, with more resources 
would IK better suited to con- 
duct the investigation," he ad- 
ded. "There are all kinds of 
possibilities 


The report released Wednes- 


day described In detail three 
leads which raised the pos- 
Jbility of Cub.in in\ olM.mi.nl 
but which it said were never 
adequately investigated. 


The report said "it is difficult 


to understand" why the CIA did 
not investigate the possibility 


. that Cuba's Fidel Castro knew 


about a 196,1 CIA plot against his 
life and ordered Kennedy's 
death in retaliation. 


The plot, involving an under- 


cover agent" code-named AM- 
LASII, continued despite the 
Fact that "reports received by 
'the CIA during the fall of ,1963 
contained ^information which 
should have raised questions 
about the operation's security," 
suggesting AM-LASH may have 
been a double agent working 
with Cuban intelligence.

AMLASII in October 1963 and on 
Nov. 22 — the day Kennedy was

trial of being loo long, but 
Judge John T. Hammond ruled 
the. firm that baked them did 
not violate Michigan's bread 
'pan law. 
; -Me held thai the lilUc-known 
law remains in force, but it 
cannot be implied to an oul-of- 
stale bakery selling 
bread 


wholesale in Michigan. 


The firm, Bonnie Baking, 


Inc., of LaPorte, Ind., has now 
filed a circuit court suit claim- 
ing officials from the agricul- 
ture dcparlmcnl on June IK and 
1? ordered retail grocers in 
Three Oaks and Sturgis to 
reriiove the loaves from their 
shelves. The suit also contends 
the officials threatened to 
prosecute each of Ihe grocers 
who failed to remove the bread. 


Circuit Judge William S.

which prohibits 
Hie 


agriculture, department from 
attempting any enforcement of 
the brcadpan law against Bon- 
nie Baking's products and also,

New Jersey Teamsters, both 
linked to organized crime and 
Jimmy Hoffa's disappearance, 
have been indicted on charges 
they helped kidnap and kill u 
Teamsters official in 1961, the 
FBI announced Wednesday. 


Anthony "Tony Fro" Proven- 


ram, 58, secretarjMreasurcrof 
Local 560 in Union City, N.J. 
and Salvatore Briguglio, 46, the 
iS.OOO-member local's business 
agent, were charged along with 
two other men in the murder of 
Anthony 
"Three 
Fingers 


Brown" Castellilo, who was 
secretary-treasurer of Local 5«0 
when he disappeared. 


Their arrests Wednesday 


were based on an Indictment 
returned by » federal grand 
jury in New York, charging the 
four men with violating federal 
kidnaping and conspiracy sta- 
tutes. The indictment was re- 
turned Tuesday, but sealed until 
shortly before the FBI announ- 
cement. 


The other two defendants 


were identified as dcorgc .1. 
Vangelakos of Jersey City and 
Humid Konigslxrg, presently 
serving a 44-year sentence at the 
Clinton Correctional Facility in 
Dmwmora, N.Y., for extortion. 


In 
Ulster County, N.Y., 


another indictment Wednesday 
charged Brigugtio and Konigs- 
bcrg with murder and Proven- 
/ano with conspirary to commit > 
murder. 
' Castellito,.whose body has not 


been found, attended a union 
meeting in Union City, N.Y., 
drank a cup of coffee in a cafe 
across the street, drove off in 
his 
brown 
Cadillac 
and 


vanished. 


The indictments charged thai 


the defendants, along with two 
unindiclcd 
co-conspirators, 


agreed to lure Cnstellito from 
Lodi, «..?,, 'to his farm in 
Kcrhonkson, N.Y., for 
the 


murder.

One of the unimlictcd co- 


conspiralors is reportedly a 
government witness, the other 
is dead. 


While Urigtiglio and Konigs-. 


berg were killing Castellito, ac- 
cording to the indictment, Van- 
gelakos dug a grave. But the 
plans changed and the body was 
taken back to New Jersey for 
disjMreai, the indictment said.

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Mercy Hospital Kidney 
Unit Is Running Near 
Capacity; Eye Expansion

The first year and a half 


operation 
of 
the 
new 


hcmodialysis unil at Mercy 
hospital, Benton Harbor, has 
^becn a life saver for 23 persons 
sliffering with kidney disease 
and the total Is climbing 
', When the unit opened in 
January, 1975, 'five patients 
began treatments. The story of 
the success of the kidney 
machine operation, at Mercy is 
contained in a report by Dr. 
James A. Greene, 111 of 
.Kalamazoo,: director of the 
hemodialysis center at Mercy. 


Dr. Greene explained that 


kidney disease is a sentence lo 
death'. When the kidneys fail, 
the body poisons normally til- 


tered out by functioning'kid- 
neys, enter the blood stream. 
The blood becomes contaminat- 
ed until it no longer cjn sustain 
life The result ib a slow but 
painful death. 


Medical 
science 
has 


developed the artificial kidney, 
machine which literally.washes 
the Impurities out of the blood. 
It was developed 30 years ago in 
Europe. It has not been until the 
:last~decade, however, .that ar;' 
tificul kidney machines could 
be used repeatedly in chronic 
kidney failure: Thousands of 
people prior to this time died of 
acute renal (kidney) failure. 


For the person suffering a 


kidney disorder the treatment is 
an expensive and lime-consum- 
ing procedure.; The patient 


spends up to six hours, three or 
four times a week, connceled'to 
lire kidney machine. 


Michael Kastncr, technical 


services1 director at Mercy hos- 
pital, explained :how the kidney 
machine operates Ho said the 
patient's blood 
ib pumped 


through a cellophane kidney 
which together with a dialjsale 
solution filters out body wastes. 


The patient ib connected to the 


machine by soft plastic connec- 
tors inserted in an artery and 
vein of ah arm or leg. The blood 
Is pumped through the kidney 
machine and the purified blood 
returned lo. the vein. 


Because of tho. connectors, 


hemodialysis patients refer to 
themselves as wearing the ban- 
dage badge of brotherhood.

ActiiiH on the advice of the 


Michigan Municipal Finance 
commission, an arm of the stale 
Treasury department which 
controls 
bond 
issues 
for 


municipalities, Peoples said he 
was initiating the following 
measures: 


— Giving businesses in Ihe 


city (if) days to pay delinquent 
personal property taxes before 
seizing the personal properly 
and pulling it up for sale. 


— Shutting off water to all 


residents and businesses who 
have delinquent water bills. 


— Re-examining the cily's 


water department revenues and 
expenditures which will "al- 
most certainly result in an 
increase" in \valer rates. 


Peuples 
said 
the 
stale 


Municipal Finance commission, 
\\ith which he has beefi confer- 
ring on the city's financial con- 
dition for the past several 
months, has advised him to en- 
force state tax laws and adopt a 
new water rale ordinance. 


Currently before that com- 


mission is a decision on whether 


an &St]l),fflH) bond issue to finance 
part of thu construction of the 
Bunion 
Harbor 
recreation 


center 
will 
be 
approved. 


Peoples said yesterday approval 
of the bond issue "is definitely 
at stake here." 


11 Peoples says the cily's finan- 
cial problems are directly at- 
tributable lo nonpayment of 
money owed the cily. lie said 
the cily plans the budget for the 
next fiscal year on revenues an- 
ticipated rather than on actual 
mor.ey it finally will receive. 


"As a resull of all these 


delinquencies, we have a lot of 
receivables (money listed as 
owed to Ihe city), rather than 
money in lliebank," he said. "If 
we had all the money thai is 
owed to us, we would he in 
beautiful shape financially right 
now," 


There is currently $751),(Mil 


owed lo the city in delinquent 
property taxes, according to 
Peoples, and about $25I),WIO of 
that amount is in personal, 
rather than real, 'delinquent 
property 
taxes. 
Personal, 


property taxes are a levy on 
businesses1 
equipment 
and 


other "movable" properties. 


Peoples said some of the 


delinquent personal properly 
taxes have gone unpaid for three 
or four ycurs. "For the past 
several years, the city lias been 
pursuing a policy of being 
lenient with businesses in an 
attempt to aid them lo remain 
in business in the cily." lie said.

dous popularity as decorative 
elements in apartments, homes 
and offices. Their use depends 
on personal taste, budget and an 
individual's "green thumb" 
abilities. 


There .are .some excellent 


.books available at the library, 
and most florists will be'happy 
to advise the buyer and discuss 
with them the light available in 
their home for good growth 


Proper light for house plants 


can be a tricky matter. Many 
foliage plants cannot tolerate 
direct sunlight, their leaves mil 


burn if they get too_much. On 
the other 
hand, 
flowering 


plants, cacti and succulents will 
not bloom without'enough direct 
sunlight. For those living in a; 
city apartment where natural 
light is not plentiful, both 
fluorescent and special Jigfits 
are often adequate. Be sure to 
check 
first 
with a 
local 


greenhouse. 
I 


Before buying,.always check 


the five major requirements for 
a plant — light, water, soil 
composition,' temperature and 
humidity. Also find out if the 
plant is tempered or conditioned 


to a life indoors: If a plant has 
.been .living out of doors, the 
shock of change without a 
period in a greenhouse will be 
very discouraging as leaves will 
yellow and fall, and it will have 
to be nursed through a period of 
adjustment. 


Those getting into the bo- 


tanical thing may wonder how 
to decorate "tastefully", with 
plants. Although there' arc no 
riiles as such, plants should look 
like they "belong" in the 
home's or apartment's par- 
ticular, decor. 


Whatever the advice from

Philodendrons (araccac) are . 


undoubtedly Ihc most versatile 
of house plants and seem to suit 
eclectic backgrounds because of 
their own flexibility/Except for 
the very exotic varieties, they 
are fairly inexpensive with 
minimal light and water needs. 


Plants have a lot in common 


with people; they can be killed 
with too much food, drink and 
.warmth. Incidentally, energy 
conservation will not affect 
growth of most house plants 
which like temperatures around 
68 degrees. Most plants can 
prosper in temperatures as low 
as 55 "degrees. .
